I was happy to 
hear one coach toll Coach 
Bernard that the big upsets in 
the tournament were on our 
account." stated Liz Schnare, #2 
seed. 

At the end of the season, 
rankings were submitted, and 
team captain, Cristen Morgan 
was ranked 44th in the nation 
and the team snatched eighth 
place in the southeast. This was 
enough to qualify them for the 
tournament of the southeast at 
Sewanee College in the spring. 

If the team is able to capture 
two wins, they automatically 
qualify for nationals. With 
persistence and attitude, this 
Hollins team plans to go a long 
way.
